“Kit of Parts” is the name of a building 
system process that the U.S. Postal 
Service says will take it into the 1990s. Kit 
of Parts, according to the federal govern- 
ment, is a new concept that “standardizes 
the design of post offices while maintaining 
flexibility in size and location of functional 
areas.” Using recent advances in computer 
technology, the Postal Service describes 
its new approach as a “traditional solution 
to developing a building [that] combines 
the adaptability of custom design with the 
consistency and speed of standard plans.” 


The Kit of Parts itself is comprised of 
“computer-generated drawings, specifica- 
tions, schedules, tables, and calculations 
necessary to create a set of contract 
documents to construct postal facilities 
between 8,400 and 35,000 net s-f., 
exclusive of site-specific design features 
and requirements.” The Kit also includes 
“complete architectural, structural, me- 
chanical, plumbing and electrical drawings 
and details.”

BSA Board urges ‘No’ 
votes on Questions 2 & 3 


The BSA Board of Directors has taken 
strong public stands against the ballot 
initiatives known as Question 2 and 
Question 3. 


The Board urges opposition on November 
6 to these two ballot initiatives, which 
appear to be ill-conceived and contradic- 
tory efforts to further weaken the 
Commonwealth's economy and to under- 
mine our legislative system. 


Accessibility, 
adaptability, 
the law, and you 


In last month's issue of the ChapterLetter, 
those who are clever enough to sort 
among the inserts in each month's issue 
will have discovered a uniquely valuable 
"decision tree" outlining various trigger 
dates, applicability and other issues raised 
by the new federal Fair Housing Amend- 
ments Act of 1988 and the Massachusetts 
“housing bill of rights” (Chapter 722). 
These two statutes, which relate specifi- 
cally to housing units, clearly are still in the 
interpretation and regulation-writing 
stages. The four-page BSA “decision tree’, 
which includes a visual navigational chart 
for anyone attempting to cope with these 
statutes, was designed by Roger Goldstein 
AIA, Chairman of the BSA/MCAIA Archi- 
tectural Access Board Liaison Group. 
Working with MAAB’s Deborah Ryan, 
Massachusetts Office of Handicapped 
Affairs’ Speed Davis, and EOCD's Polly 
Welch AIA, Goldstein has managed to 
condense the complexity of these statues 
to an accessible starting point. Additional 
copies of the four-page insert are available 
from the BSA, 52 Broad Street, Boston 
02109 ($2 for BSA/MCAIA members; $5 
for others). 


This month's news is that the working 
group of the MHFA Adaptable Housing 
Committee that produced the decision tree 
is continuing its work. If all goes well, the 
Architectural Access Board will be able to 
issue new regulations (additions and 
revisions to the present AAB regulations) 
by the end of this year. The development 
of regulations is mandated by Chapter 722 
(the Massachusetts adaptability statute) 
and their presence will provide designers 
with specific technical rules to follow in the 
design of adaptable housing. The regula- 
tions are intended to provide accessibility 
equal to or greater than those provided by 
the HUD guidelines issued in June; as a 
result (if accepted by HUD), they would be 
the only regulations that one would need to 
follow in Massachusetts projects in order to 
comply with both federal and state 
statutes.

Central Massachusetts that worked on 
these projects. 


e The Massachusetts Heritage State 
Park Program to recognize the communi- 
ties and scores of designers and design 
firms who have participated in this out- 
standing example of design excellence. 


e The Design Primer by Alex Krieger AIA 
and Ann Mackin, a ground-breaking 
publication of extraordinary visual and 
narrative clarity which serves as an 
introduction to significant design issues for 
laypeople. 


e Quincy Public Schools for the imple- 
mentation of a curriculum enrichment 
program known as Kids’ Visions. 


e David B. Musante Jr., Mayor of 
Northhampton, for his visionary leader- 
ship as initiator, catalyst, and implementor 
of the revitalization of Northhampton. 


e Barbara Bashevkin of Williamstown for 
this town planner's work in the innovative 
zoning and other regulatory changes 
designed to manage the growth of 
Williamstown while retaining its visual and 
social character and preserving its 
environmental qualities and natural 
resources. 


e The Waterfront Historic Area League 
in New Bedford for its innovative and 
committed approach to elevating public 
awareness of building preservation and 
urban design. 


e John Bullard, Mayor of New Bedford, 
for his innovative and committed leader- 
ship to the preservation of the built 
environment and to public awareness of 
the impact of good urban design on the 
quality of life. 


e Preservation Worcester for its exten- 
sive and effective long-term work in historic 
rehabilitation and public awareness of the 
value of preservation. 


e Boston Public Facilities Department 
for its innovative approach to housing 
development and design. 


“We hope it is clear,” explained Woodman, 
“that our goal is to recognize those 
individuals and organizations that have 
taken special steps to link public under- 
standing of design and the built environ- 
ment to the everyday concerns of our 
lives." Woodman added that he believed 
projects and people such as those 
honored this year “provide examples and 
models of excellence that easily may be 
emulated throughout Massachusetts.” 


Special award presentations are being 
planned in each of the communities and 
other sites being honored.

Dukakis announces 
BSA/World Trade Center 
venture in Hungary 


In a transatlantic press conference in 
September, conducted in the World Trade 
Center/Boston teleconferencing center, 
Governor Michael Dukakis announced 
from Paris that he had signed an agree- 
ment on behalf of the BSA and the World 
Trade Center to bring a condensed version 
of Build Boston to Budapest in the summer 
of 1991. 


Governor Dukakis’ announcement came in 
the midst of his September trade mission 
to Europe. Participating in the trans- 
atlantic press conference with the Gover- 
nor were World Trade Center/Boston 
President John Drew and Tony Platt AIA, 
Chairman of the BSA’s International 
Markets Task Force and of Build Boston. 


“For nearly five years, we have been 
negotiating and visiting with our colleagues 
in the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe,” 
said Platt. “More recently, we have been 
talking with our colleagues in Hungary 
about an exchange of expertise and 
information on building materials, design 
and building techniques and technologies, 
and other issues. This has culminated in 
the plans for a 1991 visit by BSA mem- 
bers, other American design and construc- 
tion professionals, and a variety of building 
materials and services suppliers to 
Budapest.” 


Platt said that by re-creating the Build 
Boston tradeshow and educational 
program model in Budapest, the BSA 
hoped to provide the first forum of this kind 
to encourage international exchange in our 
industry. Platt noted that the BSA had 
been seeking this kind of opportunity for 
several years and was fortunate to 
encounter a similar enthusiasm in John 
Drew, president of the World Trade Center/ 
Boston, whose international expertise 
helped make this a reality.

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Sources for temporary help, especially 
delineators capable of providing rendering 
services, was discussed.

The lack of clarity and unrealistic requirements 
by some local agencies relative to requests for 
proposals and qualifications of architects have 
resulted in many person-hours of wasted effort 
on the part of all involved. The possibility of AIA 
members assisting these groups to understand 
and refine the process was another issue of 
discussion and will require future discussion. 


Other items discussed were the NERC 
convention in Rhode Island, capabilities of 
various consultants, and codes issues. One of 
the next meetings will focus on liability 
insurance costs and methods of reducing 
exposure.
